His View of New York.

curiously false impression of the 
freshest and most curious charac.

'Apprecation Causes Higher 


Prices. 

Now, though the process of the de- 
preciation of money (i. e, the rise of 
prices) is easy though painful, the 
reverse process of appreciation (1. e., 
the fall of prices), though difficult, t¢ 
also painful. The upset to the ero 
nomic organization of a country 
caused by falling prices is quite as 


) bad, as we have all been finding out 


as the upset caused by rising 

Both are bad; but once we 
have suffered the evils of rising 
prices, they are not obliterated by 
following them up with the evils of 
falling prices. This applies every- 
where, but in Germany there are two 
special consideratiops which it is my 
particular purpose to emphasize in 
this article. 

Germany has a national dett which 
now amounts to 350 milliards of pa 
per marks, and is likely to amount te 
a still higher figure before equilib 
rium has been obtained in her na- 
tional finances.

Lewis, Missouri Labor @ mmission- 
er, declares “there probably wilb not 
be any shortage of farm labor this 
year and wages probably will be 
much lower than in any year since 
1915."

A long while ago, in a distant clime, it was stated to be a general 
principle, that ‘‘one generation passeth away and another generation 
cometh, but the earth abideth forever.’’ And this principle is still of 


the utmost importance, here and now. . 
A man named Hugh L. White bought a lot in an 


The undeveloped part of St. Louis. He took it for a debt 
Past of $5000. He thought so little of the lot that he tried 

to sell it several times. The purchasers didn’t think 
ae much of the let either, for White always got it back. 


His grandson now receives a net rent of $18,000 per 
year from this same lot, with nothing to do but to tell the lessee 
where to send the check. The lot was (and is) at the Southwest cor- 
ner of Broadwry and Washington Avenue. 

A woman, Mrs. Anne S. Lueas, prevailed upon her husband to 
buy a tract of land ‘‘on the hill” back of St. Louis and to build 
a house there. Her friends warned her against moving so far from 
town, as the Indians that lurked about the mill pond might scalp the 
family any night. They didn’t, however, and never will, for the mill 
pond is filled up and Cupples Station is built on it. 

An old Frenchman named Francois Guinelle was employed to fill! 
a lot at Fourth and Pine Streets. The bill was $60. The owner of- 
fered to give Guinelle half the lot in settlement. He refused. The lot. 
on which stands the Planters Hotel, is worth $60 a day now. 

Major Stoddard, who represented the United States after the Louisi- 
ana Purchase, owned a tract of ground out in the country and em- 
ployed two real estate men named Leffingwell and Elliot to sell it for 
' him in lots. There were some who doubted whether this Stoddard 
Addition would be worth more than ten or fifteen dollars a foot. 
Others, however, bouglit lots at the sale, lived on the property for 
years and finally sold it for $300 a foot to the automobile companies 
that have located west of “Leffingwell’s Avenue.” St. Louis real 
estate, on an average, doubles in value every fifteen vears in addition 
to the income or rent Werived therefrom. 


Only Land Wealth Remains 


In the old days there were three kinds of wealthy peop!e—bankers. 
steamboat men and land owners. The bankers are now forgotten, and 
the steamboat business has disappeared, but the families of those who 
invested in land are still enjoying ever-increasing returns on their 
**unearned inerement.”’ 

Capt. Seudder, an old river man, traded his steamboat line for real 
estate. What he sold is worth nothing; what he bought has doubled 
in value several times. - 

Has it ever occurred to you, as you have enjoyed the beauties of 

Shaw's Garden, to inquire as to where the money eame from two create 
and perpetuate this greatest of all gardens? What supplied and sup- 
plies the funds necessary to search out the rare orchids and tree ferns 
of the tropics and bring them here for your delight? Henry Shaw's 
Garden is due to one thing—his faith in St. Louis real estate. For 
example, he bought a lot on Seventh and Locust Streets. His friends 
told him the price he paid, $12,000, was too high. His garden now 
gets $10,000 a year net income from it. He also bought, for a very 
small consideration, several abandoned farms from some French- 
men in the Prairie des Noyers. This property, which he called the 
‘“Tower Grove,’’ extended from the present King’s highway to what 
is now Grand Avenue. The only road in those days was the road to 
Manchester, now Vandeventer Avenue, where the entrance to his 
farm can still be seen. 
The trustees under his will have sold all his farm land except the 
garden and have thus realized hundreds of thousands of dollars. with 
which to build the new greenhouses and to maintain the varden in its 
present state of perfection. 


Henry Clay’s Farm 
Henry Clay, the statesman and orator. owned a large tract near 
St. Louis. In 1846 he tried to dispose of it for $120 per acre. He 
couldn't sell it, because nobody thought it was worth that much. His 
son, James B. Clay, later subdivided it and named one of.-the streets 
Clay Avenue, for himself, and two others Ashland and Lexington 
Avenues, for his father’s home, ‘““Ashland,’’ at Lexington. Ky. This 
time the property brouglit $1000 per acre. It is worth $10,000 now, 
which increase has enured to the benefit of the purchasers of the lots. 
As late as 1881 a young druggist named Thomas Halpin, decided 
to buy a lot on the southwest corner of Olive Street and Grand 
Avenue, at the end of the Olive Street horse ear line. He paid $7000 
for it. This seemed a terrible price, especially as it had been only 
a- few years since this was the city limits, and just across Grand 
Avenue, then little more than a country road, had been the woods 
known as Lindell Grove, where Camp Jackson had camped—and de- 
camped. Halpin bought the lot, however, on the installment plan. 
He soon paid off the mortgage, and it was not long until his $7000 
investment had wn to $70,000, and is now worth over $170,000. 
When Forest Park was established the owner of the land east of the 
present King’s highway and south of Lindell wanted $2000 an acre 
for it. The eity refused to pay this ‘‘exorbitant’’ price. It is now 
Worth twenty times that figure, and. for just one reason—St. Louis 
grows west a mile every ten years. 
William Clark’s Homes 
All of us are familiar with some of the career of William Clark, 
who was with the Lewis and Clark Expedition, and for whom Clark 
School and Clark Avenue are named. Clark was Governor of the 
Missouri Territory when it was admitted as a state. He lived first 
on Main Street and then at Broadway and Olive Street. This lat- 
ter lot, which was then worth very little, is now carried oh the books 
of the National Bank of Commerce at over a million dollars. Clark's 
duties as Governor included the making of treaties with the Indians. 
Hie found that while he could entertain a few braves at his town 
house, the large delegations, including numerous ponies, wigwams,

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squaws and other belongings, must be accommodated elsewhere. So 
he bought a large tract out on the road that ran across the Natural 
Bridge. He paid about five dollars an acre for it. Here he had his 
Indian friends camp, around the beaver ponds and springs called by 
the French the ‘‘marais eastor.’’ Here he met the delegates in what is 
still referred to as the ‘‘couneil grove,” from which Council Grove 
Avenue takes its name. Many famous treaties were signed at this 
“Castor Hill,’’ by which Missouri and the Western States were re- 
linguished to the paleface. Later the tract was broken up and became 
the country homesites of prominent St. Louisans. David Goodfellow, 
William H. Glasgow and David R. Francis had homes there, as did also 
Chas. Semple, Dr. Bircher and Jefferson Clark. These large places 
have now ceased to be used as such, as they are directly in the path 
of the city’s future development. Indeed, it is one of the most stg- 
nificant facts in that development, that on the very tract where the 
Indians grazed their ponies, and cooked at their camp fires, there 
now stand the great plants for the manufacture of automobiles, gas 
ranges, electric lights and sleeping cars. And this development, which 
is just beginning, will soon extend the city out over this region, and 
the increase in values previously experienced in the older sections will 
he repeated here. we us xe us 

Thus do we see that the principle stated long ago, in a distant 
clime, is still applicable—here and now. For although enterprises 
may fail, and personal securities become worthless, the investor In 
land, which is both safe and of constantly increasing value, finds that 
it is, indeed, ‘‘real’’ property.

ERE is a doctor who will have to be 
suppressed, if wi would rescue from the 
rubbish pile a number of the best-known 
proverbs handed down by our forefathers.

Yet the end of the contest finds them 
hollow-eyed and cadaverous. Loss of sleep—even more 
than their physical exertions—has prevented them from 
transforming food into tissue. 


“It is this positive reconstructive quality in sleep that 
explains why babies, whose chief business in life ig tg 
grow, spend from 16 to 18 hours out of every 24 in sleep. 
ing, a capacity which gradually diminishes as maturity 
is approached, until it finally settles down around the 
average of nine hours. / 


“The deeper the sleep the quicker the recuperation, 
and the more effectively all the vital processes of re. 
pair are carried out. The lighter and more disturved 
the sleep, the slower the recuperation from fatigue and 
the longer it takes to effect repair.” 


True reconstructive sleep, declares the author, “algo 
restores the oxygen balance in the tissues. This hag 
a most important bearing upon our state of health.” 
He says that of the total intake and outgo of oxygen 
during each 24 hours, the ratio varies about as follows: 
In waking hours, 60 per cent is given off and 40 per 
cent taken in, while in sleeping hours, some 60 per 
cent is taken in as against 40 per cent given off. He 
summarizes the necessity of sleep, and plenty of it, 
in these words: 

“Actually, the sleep period represents the time re 
quired to restore the oxygen balance in the tissues, re- 
charge the organic batteries, build up the broken-down 
tissue and oxidize and otherwise get rid of accumulated 
fatigue poisons.” 

Dr. Bowers says we “may be sure that ‘Good night 
and pleasant dreams’ has a deeper significance than 
most of us realize. For a sleep with pleasant dreams fis 

beneficial, like a pleasant visit from @

“Slodern conditions, with their 
anxieties, cares and hurries, are caus- 
ine much nervous instability—direct- 
ly traceable to lack of proper sleep. 
Never before was there a time when 
people needed to sleep so long and 
so ‘bard’ in order to build up vital- 
ity wasted in our intensive methods 
of living than right now. | 

“The man who continuously loses 
in the amount of sleep he requires is 
laboring under a handicap that will 
diminish his chances of success in 
life. The woman who habitually is 
disturbed in her rest, and in its dura- 
tion, will make a failure of her chil- 
dren. 

“We need all the sound, restful, re- 
freshing sleep we can get. Sleep 
builds health--health brings wealth, 


friend. We know that if the emotions 
are pleasantly stimulated by dreams 
the digestion and assimilation of food 


e.ative processes are carried on more 
harmoniously. Pleasant dreams create 
a feeling of restfulness and well-be 
ing that result in an improved state - 
of mind and body.” 

But bad dreams and nightmares pro- 
duce exactly the opposite effects and~ 
the author declares that “anything and 
everything that conduces either & 
dreamlessness or to pleasant dreams 
makes for health and physical resili- 
ency. And everything that disturbs 
sleep or that causes unpleasant dreams 
lowers our vitality, depletes our store 
of vital energy and tends to make our 
miserable lives shorter and decidedly 


beauty and happiness.” 

Dr. Bowers states that until recently even scientists 
regarded sleep as a purely negative process. When we 
slept it was believed that bodily functions ceased and 
that we were busy doing nothing. So sure were people 
that time spent in sleeping was a kind of theft of 
producing power, that ‘a certain odium has crept into 
our conception of sleep,” he says, and cites the term 
“sleepy-head” as one which carries a definite: measure 
of reproach. Continues this doctor: 

“We are steering clear of those bewhiskered old saws 
that extolled the wonders and advantages of early 
rising to a heavy-eyed race, and we are taking a lesson 
from old Mother Nature in jearning to follow our in- 
stincts. * * ®* 

“We now know that sleep, far from being the ‘death 
of life, is one of the most important of all living func- 
tions--the thing that makes life possible."’ 

And a little later he says that sleep “instead of being 
the waste of time and the necessary evil that we fatu- 
ously think we deserve meda!s for curtailing, is the 
most important thing in the world—more important 
even than food.” And then he states that men have 
Fone 63 days without food and a week without water, 
but that they usually die in less than 10 days i: totally 
deprived of sleep. The victims of Chinese torturers, so 
it is said, rarely keep their reason after the fifth or 
sixth day of their enforced wakefulness. Again we 
quote from the doctor: 

“Most of us think of the up-and-doing chap as an ag- 
&ressive, fighting-jawed individual who arises early 
enough every morning to wake the robins up for break- 
fast. Always we think of a hero as a lithe young fel- 
low who gets along on a minimum amount of sleep. 

“All our asinine old proverbs pin figurative ribbons 
of honor on the poor dolt who ‘short changes’ himsel! 
on sleep to win the fatuous approbation of whomeve 
happens to find out how saving he is with this « 
modity. 

“We have heard about Napoleon, Frederic the 
Great, Frederick Schiller, Charles XII, the Duke of

Weliington and John Wesley so often that we have 
come to believe that the greater and more intelligent 
a man is, the less sleep he requires. 

“We have accepted that toothless, 
precept 


doddering old 


‘Nature requires five, 
Custom takes seven 
Laziness takes nine, 
And wickedness eleven, 
as gospel truth. 

“We figured that Virgil and Horace, Franklin and 
Price tley, Puffon and Parkhurst, and scores of other 
notables in the.world of art, literature and science did 
their best work on a very moderate amount of sleep. 
Therefore, why should anyone need more?” 

‘wo of the doctor's interesting chapters are entitled 
“Why Do We Sleep?” and “What Sleep Does,” and 
from the latter chapter the following extracts are 
taken: 

“Sleep substitutes, for the destructive processes of 
active life, constructive measures. It reverses the 
downward trend that accompanies waking life. It 
lifts us back to the top of that physiological toboggan 
down which we commence to slide the moment we 
gel up. 

“It recharges the exhausted body batteries and fills 
the organic furnace with fresh fuel, for the ‘anabolic’ 
or building-up processes are in excess of the ‘katabolic’ 
or breaking-down processes during sleep. 

“It is during sleep that the final transformation 
of food into tissue is effected—that the finished product 
of digestion is finally converted into new muscle, 
brains, blood and nerve cells. 

“This explains the fattening influence of sleep, and 
shows why the dietitian, in attempting to reduce an 
overly-corpulent patient to reasonable proportions, first 
cuts down his hours of steep. 

“Loss of sleep is really a form of starvation, not 
to be made up by increasirg the amount of food taken 
into the system. ‘Endurance racers’ prove this in an 
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more miserable.” 

Dr. Bowers observes that light sleepers generally 
appear to be all right, but that he ‘has yet to meeta ; 
person who has been for years a persistent light sleep- — 
er who did not have some organic or nervous defect.” 
And he repeats that the final conversion of food into 
nutritive material is effected mostly during sleep, and 
that the sounder and more restful the sleep the more 
quickly and the more effectively this transformation 
is effected. 

He declares it fs safe to say that no food, in itself, 
contains any soporific or hypnotic quality. “As a matter 
of fact, a whole barrel of lettuce, flanked by a bushel of 
onions, doesn't contain sufficient hypnotic to put a flea 
asleep. And the same is true of milk.” 

The author cites irritability, nervousness, inability 
to concentrate, progressive weakness and deficient 
physical tone as definite pathological conditions pro 
duced by loss of sleep. 

More serious effects due to a deficiency of the proper 
kind of sleep include mental and bodily exhaustion, 
anemia, a lowered resisting ability (making people 
more predisposed to contract tuberculosis or any COB- 
tagious disease) and intermittent action of the heart, 
while the increase in sleeplessness is given as a chief 
predisposing factor in the increase of arterio-sclerosi#. 

Active exercise, such as a brisk but not too fatigu- 
ing walk before retirjng, “will sometimes work Wom 
ders for either a human sioth or a brain abuser,” he 
declares. A warm bath before retiring, a wet pack, & 
cold cloth at the head or the back, or other measures 
tending to promote elimination and equalize the ciret 
lation, will usually give satisfactory results, too. 

“For those of sedentary habits who are troubled with 
cold feet, a hot footbath or, better still, a cold foot 
bath, with vigorous friction following it, and the 
wearing of a warm pair of bed stockings, will often 
induce sleep,” says the author. ; 

If everybody had proper sleeping conditions “and @ 
clear conscience,” says the doctor, “the sum total of 
happiness and health would be marvelously increased.” 
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Apartment House of a Thousand Rooms, 
™ Relic of Vanished Race, Is Unearthed 


Distinctive type of structure, heretofore 
unknown to scientists, is discovered 
by workers from the School of 
American Research at Chettro Ket- 
tle, New Mexico, and affords a 
novel study both in pattern and 
solidity of construction. : : :

REAT community structures and religious 
sanctuaries, which challenge the admira- 
tion and constructive ability of our mod- 


ern civilization, are being slowly un- 
earthed by archeologists operating in 
what is known today as Chaco Canvon, 


New Mexico. Centuries ago these buildings 
were occupied by a race which has fallen into oblivion. 
Im recen't years the desert sands have been swept aside, 
revealing one wonder after another. The greatest won- 
der of all, however. came to light only a few months 
ago, when forces working at Chettro Kettle, under 
Edgar L. Hewitt. director of the School of American 
Research at Santa Fe. excavated an apartment house 
containing 1°") rooms. 

In enduring, residential architecture

entirely buried for centuries, would oc- 
cupy two large biocks if set down in 
a modern American city. Its great 
curved front extends for 700 feet. In 
its Walls are 50,000,000 \leces of quar- 
ried stone, not to mention thousands 
of logs. poles and slabs, which were cut 
in distant forests, transporied by man 
power and set in their respective places 
with the aid of implements of stone. 
The building, archeoiozists are satis- 
fled, was erected. not by unwilling 
workers, who labored under the lash 
of priestly or kingly taskmasters, but 
by a virile people, who took pleasure 
in what they were doinz. 

While other monuments in Chaco 
Canyon have been unearthed bv his- 
fOrians, and also by vandals, in past 
years. Chettro Kettle has remained un-

Perhaps to sav that Officer Schneider “prefers” the 
large family needs a little qualification. It is Mrs. 
Schneider’s preferences which rule the situation. When 
he has gone heme and found his wife has increased 
the size of the family with one or two or three addi- 
tions—one day he found unannounced an installment 
of twins, 8 years old, and another brother, G—he has 
been known to put on a bit of a storm. 

“Weman, woman, how many more?” he has ex- 
claimed, sinking into a chair, for a moment flabber- 
gasted and pardonably so, as who will not agree? 

Put we have Mrs. Schneider’s word for it that in a 
little while he has become so attached to each ch'id 
that when tim4és get bard and the cost of living soars 
overwhelmingly and the prospect of the salary increase 
from $125 a month to $150 dwindles to $145, which in- 
crease continues to be a prospect waiting on the Gov- 
ernor’s signature, and it comes to a discussion as to 
which child shall be abandoned, he becomes just like 
any other father, unable to say which he would most 
willingly give up, and so he Keeps them all. 

When I heard af the remarxable family, I asked 
Officer Schneider to tell me about it. To be sure, 
it was at an inopportune moment, when we had to Keep 
hopping a step to the east, north, south or west to 
keep our toes from under the tires of the cars whirl- 
ing around us, which might account for some impa- 
tience. He said 

“Aw, go out and ask the wife. 
about them.” 

So I went out to 1362A Goodfellow avenue and found 
“the wife,’ a surprisingly young loo*ing, comely wom- 
an, of whose exclusive attention any husband might 
well be proud, with dimples in both cheeks, pretty 
blonde hair, charmingly moulded figure and a bland, 
placid manner. 

It was nearly noon, and seven of the younger chil- 
dren who attend the school near by would soon be 
flocking in for luncheon at the long table, on which 
a white cloth was already laid in the kitchen. There 
would not be much time to talx—but the foster moth- 
er’s placid manner did not betoken any fuss or hurry. 

“We never had anv children of-our own,” said Mrs. 
Schneider, “but in all we have taken 13 children into 
our home. Our ocildest child, who came to us when 
she was 9, grew up, was married from our house and 
two years ago, at the age of 22, she died.” A shadow 
of sorrow crossed her face. “Two of our boys are now 
traveling salesmen, making good money. They still 
come home to us for holidays. 

“Our 18-year-old boy has just recently enlisted

and mine of their orphans. 


the Marines. Our 16-year-old is in the second year @ 
high school and is making $8 a week as a messenger 
after school. So, soon we will have left at home only 
nine children. And,” she added gravely. a little shyly, 
as if confessing a fault, “I should like to have an eves 
dozen.” 

“But why? And where”? And how” The inter 
viewer's questions crowded over one another, after 
she had recounted the names and ages of four girls, 12; 
two, 10, and one, 8 years of age, and the six boys, 
one, 18: one, 16, three, 12, and one, 6. 


“Why do I take them?” she responded. “I suppose 


people do think I am weak in the upper story, but. 


there has been some good and unavoftdable reasoa 
why I should take each of them. When you have 
adopted one child, people seem to assume you will take 
another, and they bring you homeless children whom 
you just cannot turn away. 

“Five of our children now are wards of the Board 
of Children’s Guardians, who board them with me for 
$15 a month, each. The allowance has just recently 
been raised to $15. It was formerly $10. Then §12. 
Each child the board expects to leave here only until 
somebody can be found to adopt it. But time goes os 
and the board finds homes for other children and 
seems satisfied to leave these with me. I never would 
willingly give one up unless I was convinced the new 
parents would be perfectly satisfied with the child— 
for it does a child no good to be shifted about. He 
soon gets to thinking nobody cares for him. I never 
would willingly see any child sent to an institution. 
There they are raised by the clock and come out @® 
if they had been trained in a penitentiary. A good 
offer was made for my baby, my 6-year-old, Alfred, 
who came from the Children’s Guardians. Now, het 
a very strong-willed child, full of pep and lovable, but 
he needs a firm hand. I felt certain he would not 
prove satisfactory, just at first, in a new environment, 
and I shouldn't want him back afier my training had 
been undone. And he just must not be cast adrift 
He has a most pathetic history. Two of his brothers 
and three sisters died in one week of diphtheria. 
Then his mother died. The father went on living 
alone with this one remaining child, when he was takes 
to the hospital with measles. Before he had recovered 
from that he was seized with scarlet fever. The fa- 
ther was already crazed with grief and this was the 
last straw. They toox him to an insane asylum, where 
he still is.

| AN the parentage or race 

of a human being be de- 

termined by a blood test? 

In at least one case a 
scientist and the courts 
have held that it can. In 

a vague sort of way the 


general public seems to believe such a 
thing entirely practicable. But accord- 


test, that is about as far as we can go 
positively. So far, the test of the dif- 
ferent eléments in the blood would 
not prove conclusively anything about 
parentage. The test showing whether 
a person is of black or white descent 
is, to my mind, extremely doubtful. 
As for the electrical test, which fiz- 
ured in the Vittori case, I have heard 
of no definite proof of its results.” 


The electric test, to which he refers 
and which was developed by Dr. 
Abrams, is made by a machine which 
that scientist has devised and the 
test comes through what he calls elec- 
tronic vibration. His method has 
never been fully described here and is 
not known to local scientists. But 
photos of his device show that he 
uses a metronome, similar to that 
which is utilized in music, and it is 
supposed that he sends electronic vi- 
brations through the blood to be test- 
ed, which serves as a sort of connect- 
ing link. Blood, reduced to a highiy 
fluid state, would furnish a conductor 
for the electric @rrent, it is pointed

been occupying so much § attention, 
hints have been dropped that the blood 
test might be attempted to ascertain the true parentage 
of little Guy, the presumed youngest son of James A. 
Stiliman, the banker, whom the financier disavows. 

The confidence of the general public in the ability of 
science to do almost anything nowadays is revealed 
by the matter-of-fact way in which this suggestion of 
obtaining evidence is accepted. But however flatter- 
ing this confidence may be to the profession, scientists 
turn the cold shoulder of disbelief to any such “proofs.” 
A curt statement, not of incredulity, but of absolute 
denial of the reliability of such a test, is the reply of 
the medical profession. 

St. Louis pathologists and bactericlogists who have 
been asked concerning the matter are practically a 
unit in stating that no definite proof has evér been 
advanced of a blood test being final. In spite of the 
fact that the courts have accepted evidence of the sort. 
they hold that science has not yet accepted it. 

One scientist who not only npholds the reliability 
of such ‘«sts, but who has invented an apparatus for 
the purpose of making them, is Dr. Albert Abrams, 
professor of pathology at Stanford University. In

NAP! Crash! An axle breaks, one car top- 
ples over, another is telescoped, and a score 
of people are killed or maimed—all because 
a bit of steel somewhere got “tired” and suf- 
fered a “physical breakdown.” 
That metals, like human beings, do ex- 
perience fatigue, sometimes beyond the limit 
of endurance, although the load they bear may itself 
be light, and do “go to pieces” suddenly, like over- 
worked men, is being demonstrated by Prof. H. F. 
Moore, professor of engineering materials at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, College of Engineering, in a two- 
year series of experiments on the fatigue of metals. 

The investigation, conducted under the joint auspices 
of the Engineering Foundation, the National Research 
Council, the General Electric Co. and the University of 
Illinois Engineering Experiment Station, aims at the 
ultimate determination of the limit of endurance of 
various metals, notably steel. Although hitherto the 
endurance of metals under a single load has been tested 
adequately, knowledge is still meager concerning fa- 
tigue strength under frequent loadings. 

It is hoped that the present investi- 
gation will add materially to the 
understanding of these phenom- 
ena. 

How tired, Mr. Auto Owner, 
is your automobile crankshaft, 
the steering knuckle, the 
springs, the axles, the engine 
parts? 

How fatigued, Mr. Office 
Man, are the wire ropes 
of the elevator which hoists 
you daily to the upper re- 
gions of your skyscraper? 

How fit, Mr. Straphaneer, 
are the axles of the street 
car trucks which deliver you 
alternately at your place of 
business and at your home? 

How weary, Mr. Commuter, 
are the girders of the bridges 
to which you so often instrust 
your life? 

The etrength of these smaller and 
larger pieces of steel upon which the 
functioning of our lives and life itself 
depend, we take for granted. Of course, 
those’ elevator ropes are atrong, we 
think, if we think about the subject at 
all, and dismiss the matter. They were 
strong—originally somebody saw to that. But even 
a strong man is no longer strong when he has 
exerted his muscles to the utmost a sufficient number 
of times, or even when he has exerted them a little less 
than the utmost a sufficiently longer number of times. 
He reaches his limit, and so does the strongest of man- 
made steel. 

Unlike man, steel gives no evidence of the coming 
breakdown. It works well and faithfully up to the 
fracture point, and as yet man has been unable to pre- 
dict when that point is at hand. Can the approaching 
collapse, then, be predetermined? Can vital statistics 
be compiled for the lifetime of steel as for human life, 
so that the automobile, or rail, or bridge manufacturer 
can reduce his “risks” to the science evolved by the 
life insurance companies’? | 

So important are these questions to the manufacturer 
and to the ordinary citizen that the University of Illi- 
nois has equipped a laboratory with a battery of 1o 
testing machines, for which it furnishes power, light 
and heat, together with the time of Prof. Moore for two 
years, and the National Research Council, the En- 
gineering Foundation of New York and the General 
Electric Co. of New York have together contributed 
about $60,000, about half of which goes for the 
salaries of five men engaged in carrying on the experi- 
ments. All results obtained are open to the public. 


The investigation is the outgrowth of special experi- 
ments on cold-rofled steel, made by Prof. Moore at the 
request of the Government during the war. 

The problem presented by the wear and tear on 
metals from the stress of comparatively light loads 
many times repeated was recognized in Germany by 
August Wohler as early as 1860. He and his success- 
ors originated various tests, all of which have proved

charge 
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incomplete for modern machinery, large- 
ly because they are of too short du- 
ration. 

If a bit of metal, however, escapes un- 
scathed the modern torture chamber de- 
signed by Prof. Moore, it is given an hon- 
orable discharge, and it and all its posterity 
are promised a long and honorable life. 
From a consignment of steel submitted for 
testing, 20 specimens in the form of .4-inch 
rods, 13 inches long, are machined. The 
“elastic limit" of the product is then ascer- 
tained by inserting a specimen in a ma- 
chine which stretches it out like a piece 
of taffy, until it begins to ‘“‘neck down” and 
finally breaks off. A weighing scale records 
the stress required to break it, and its re- 
sistance per square inch for a single load 
is then computed. 


A steel shaft is then inserted like an axle, 
horizontally, in the apparatus shown in 
the accompanying illustration, a load some- 
what less than the maximum determined in 
the foregoing experiment is applied, and 
the rod is set revolving night and 
day at the rate of 1500 revolutions a 

minute. The conditions repro- 


duce those of the ordinary rail- 
road or automébile axle in mo- 
tion. If the load is heavy 
enough the piece will break in 

a few minutes. The load is 
then graduated on the other 
specimens until one is found 
light enough so that the rod withstands 
the entire test of 109,000,000 revolutions 

lasting 45 days and nights. 

“The action upon the steel in the testing 
machines is like a continual backward and 
forward bending motion.” Prof. Moore ex- 
plains the process. “A wire, for example, 
will bend double indefinitely without break- 
ing, but wriggle it back and forth for a few 
times and it will snap. As a car axle stands 
motionless the upper part may be said to suffer 
tension (pulling action) from the weight sustained 
at each end. The lower surface at the same time 
is being compressed (crushing action). Make a 
one-half revolution of the axle and the situation 
is reversed—the upper part under tension is now 
under compression and vice versa. It is undergo- 
ing exactly the same treatment as that which 
snapped off the wire, an infinitely severer test 
than to support a single load. The behavior of the 
internal structure of the steel during this treatment is 
peculiar, as revealed by the microscope. After re- 
peated stress, steel will snap almost without warning; 
while under a single heavy load it will, at most, 
crumple. In the former case the steel behaves as

“In view of the sharp crystalline appearance of the 
fractured surface, it has been supposed that the sharp 
rupture followed a sudden internal change from a 
fibrous to a crystalline structure. Microscopic study 
shows, however, that the structure of metal: is always 
crystalline Fracture under repeated stress is ap- 
parently due to minute cracks or ‘slip lines’ which ex- 
tend through the crystals and which uniting into larg- 
er cracks act like minute hacksaw cuts, gradually 
eating into a machine part until it cannot longer 
carry its load and snaps off much as a piece of iron 
falls off when almost cut in two by a power hacksaw. 


“The starting point for these slips may be at a 
point where a minute flaw or scratch exists, where 
there is friction and consequent wear between a shaft 
and a bearing, or at a rivet hole or a sharp notch. Any 
of these defects are negligible if the part is subjected to 
a few loadings, but each becomes of the highest impor- 
tance in case of parts subjected to many thousand load- 
ings. 

“This progressive action of small cracks is offered 
as an explanation of the occasional failure of springs 
under light loads from cracks started by previous heavy 
loads. The collapse of used automobiles is a com- 
monplace example of this phenomenon. It is impor- 
tant, therefore, to know the history of any piece of 
metal in estimating the length of its future usefulness.”
